How  to  Reach  Amawalk 


Amawalk  is  located  in  Westchester  County  thirty  miles  north  of 
New  York  City.  The  entrance  to  the  Nursery  is  opposite  the  railroad 
station  at  Amawalk,  on  the  Putnam  Branch  of  the  New  York  Central. 

This  railroad  connects  in  New  York  City  with  the  Hudson  River  Division 
of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  at  High  Bridge,  and  with  the  Sixth  and 
Ninth  Avenue  elevated  roads  at  Sedgwick  Avenue.  Amawalk  is  eight  miles 
east  of  Peekskill  on  the  Hudson  River  Division  and  seven  miles  northwest  of 
Mount  Kisco  on  the  Harlem  Division  of  the  New  York  Central. 

The  Nursery  is  located  on  the  State  Road  from  Briarcliff  to  Lake 
Mahopac.  The  main  roads  in  every  direction  are  State  Roads  and  motorists 
will  find  them  in  excellent  condition.
